REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
amendments, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the cited prior art of 
Doucette-Stamm, Haselbeck and Kunsch. In particular, no prior art was found that 
teaches or suggests an isolated rpoB gene or gene fragment of a bacterium of the 
genera Streptococcus or Enterococcus comprising a sequence or complementary 
sequence of one of SEQ ID NOS: 8-10, 13, 15, 16, 20, 24, 29 and 30. With regard to 
claim 7-12, no prior art was found that teaches an equimolar mixture of different 
oligonucleotides comprising at least 15 consecutive nucleotides of SEQ ID NOS: 6 or 7 
or its complement. 

Claims 15, 16, 18 and 22, drawn to a method for detecting the presence of a 
bacterium of genus Streptococcus or related genera, are rejoined with claims 1, 2, 7-12, 
23 and 24, in accordance with MPEP 821 .04(b) since these claims are dependent from 
the allowable product claims. These claims have been renumbered accordingly.
